ROME (A P)—Amintore Fan- 
fani rejected today a request by 
Prem ier Aldo 
Moro that 
he 
w ithdraw his resignation as for­ 
eign minister. 
Fanfani submitted his resig­ 
nation Tuesday in a dram atic 
move in which he repudiated 
any connection with anti-Ameri­ 
can rem arks reportedly made 
by his friend. Giorgio La Pira. 
In 
the 
resignation 
Fanfani 
also denied any part in what he 
called 
the 
"im prudent initia 
tive” of his wife in giving a 
party at his home during which 
La Pira, controversial former 
mayor of Florence, reportedly 
made his statem ents. 
Moro asked Fanfani to stay on 
after the foreign m inister re­ 
signed Tuesday because of pub­ 
lication of rem arks critical of 
U.S. Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk and Moro which Fanfani’s 
friend Prof 
Giorgio La Pira 
made at a party given by the 
foreign m inister’s wife. 
Fanfani recently reported to 
Rusk on a conversation between 
La Pira and President Ho Chi 
Minh of North Viet Nam which 
La Pira said contained a peace 
feeler. North Viet Nam later 
denied it, but La Pira stuck to 
his version. 
"I beg you . . . not to insist 
upon your dismissal, which I do 
not think I am able to accept,” 
Moro told Fanfani in a telegram 
from his Alpine vacation re­ 
treat. 
The right-wing magazine Bor- 
ghese published La P ira’s re­ 
m arks, and said he made them 
in an interview. La Pira, a 
form er mayor of Florence, said 
they were tongue-in-cheek ob­ 
servations made at a private 
party. Mrs. Fanfani gave the 
party Dec. 20 while her husband 
was in New York, serving as 
president of the U.N. General 
Assembly. 
"Unjust and unfounded con- 


sidérations and judgments of a 
friend (La Pira) and the impru­ 
dent initiative of a m em ber of 
my family (his wife) rightly or 
wrongly have cast doubts on the 
conduct of the foreign minis­ 
ter,’ Fanfani wrote in his letter 
of resignation. 
"Not sharing these considera­ 
tions and judgments, nor having 
participated 
in 
the 
initiative 
mentioned, I believe it to be my 
duty to contribute to dispelling 
any inner doubts in our country­ 
men or our foreign friends of 
the sincerity of Italys interna­ 
tional obligations and actions.

Communist govern­ 
ments and has often been used 
by the White House in special 
consultations with high Red of 
ficials.

Senators Dirkscn, 
Case Disagree on 
Budget- Increase 


WASHINGTON (A P) — Sen 
Clifford P. Case said today the 
conflict in Viet Nam must not 
be allowed to pinch off funds for 
the war on discrimination, pov­ 
erty, disease and ignorance at 
home. 
But Senate Republican Leader] 
Everett M. Dirksen said that 
"we must fight the war first” ! 
and that domestic program s are 
going to have to be cut back to 
provide for sharp increases in 
the defense budget. 
Case, New Jersey Republican 
who is a member of the Sen­ 
ate Appropriations 
Committee,! 
called in a statem ent tor in ; 
creased federal outlays tor ed-: 
ucation. He said that "the fedcr- ] 
al contribution has become a 
vital ingredient in our total eo 
ucational effort and we sim ply; 
cannot afford to scale back this 
effort at any level, federal, state 
or local.” 
"There is a wide range of fed­ 
eral activities, many of them] 
recently authorized or expand­ 
ed, that bear importantly on 
national goals with the same top 
priority as our commitment Li 
Viet Nam ,” Case said. "The 
wars we wage against discrim­ 
ination, 
poverty, 
disease 
and 
ignorance are also vital to our! 
long-run security. 
Case thus lined up with neigh-' 
boring Sen. Robert F Kennedy, 
D-N.Y., who said recently that 
Viet Nam costs must not be per-: 
mitted to delay or diminish do­ 
mestic program s. But it was 
obvious Case was not in tune 
with 
Republican 
leadership 
thinking. 
Dirksen declined in a tele­ 
phone interview to comment on 
Case’s stand. But he made it 
clear he believes something has! 
to give When it comes to bal-1 
ancmg 
off domestic 
expendi-! 
tures with the mounting costs in 
Viet Nam. 
"This is one of the big head­ 
aches the President has,” Dirk-{ 
sen said. "He is probably going 
to have to take the $100-billion 
lid off his new budget. To keep 
expenditures in baler.ee, he iff, 
going to have to cut somewhere j 
and he certainly can’t cut on the 
war. 
"When you are in a war you 
extncate yourself the best w«y 
you can, honorably. Short of 
giving up and pulling out, w hich; 
would be unthinkable, we are 
going to have to put into South 
Viet Nam whatever is neces-1 
sary, We've got to fight the war 
first and hold down domes.ic 
expenditures.” 
On the Democratic side of the 
fence, Sen. John L. McClellan of 
Arkansas called for a m oratori­ 
um on new federal spending

WASHINGTON (AP) — Wash- 
ington hopes the 
lull 
in th* 
bombing of North Viet Nam ta r­ 
gets will produce a peace bid 
from Hanoi, but U.S diplom atic 
sources said today they know of 
no response yet.

as the 
bombing suspension neared the 
five-day m ark, the W ashington 
informants tended to rate the 
announced trip of a high rank­ 
ing Russian to Hanoi as having 
little im m ediate bearing on the 
fighting.

Humphrey in Philippines 


After Filing Plea in Japan 


MANILA (AP) — Vice Presi­ 
dent Hubert IL Humphrey a r­ 
rived in Manila today on the 
second stop of his brief Asian 
tour after asking the Japanese 
government to help bring peace 
to Viet Nam. 
Humphrey will represent the 
United States at the inaugura­ 
tion Thursday of President Fer­ 
dinand E. Marcos. 
During his 18 hour stopover in 
Tokyo, Humphrey asked Prime 
Minister Eisaku Sato for the 
help of Japan "or any other 
governm ent'’ to achieve peace 
in Viet Nam.

ceeded,

during a 93 minute conference 
earlier today. Their talks were 
closed but newsmen were told 
what was said by U.S. Embassy 
tounselor J. Owen Zurhellen Jr. 
Humphrey apparently was not 
expecting a Japanese reply to 
his appeal, and Zurhellen said it 
was in such general term s that 
none was called for.
